PROGRESS IN WEED 
CONTROL 
The rapid development in the use 
of 24-D and other highly selective 


herbicides during the past 10 years, 
and their wide acceptance by fare 
mers, give evidence that weed con- 


trol research in this field is paying 
good dividends, 
leesearch Needs. Although much 


progress has been made in the field 
of chemical weed control, it is the 
conviction of weed research scien- 
tists that we know only a fraction 
of the potential uses of herbicides, 
It is clear that future progress in 
weed control will be determined 
largely by new and better come 
pounds; better basic understanding 
of how herbicides work; and better 
application methods, These, toe 
gether with @ greater stress on come 
bined chemical and cultural control, 
plus an inereased emphasis on edue 
cation and extension, are necessary 
i the tremendous loess due to weeds 

to be redueed in the future, 

Cultural Methods * Neglected, 
Many extension workers feel that 
the glamour of chemical weed con- 
trol, with its startling results on 
many weeds, is tending to over- 
shadow the need for efficient, timely 
cultural practices and ‘all round 
yood farming’, Let us take nothing 
away from chemical weed control, 
he greatest advance in this field 
in agricultural history, but at the 
same time let us look at the weed 
problem squarely, There is no rosy 
mith to weed control, We always 
fawn had weeds, and we will con- 
tinue to have them, as long as we 
till the soil. Cultural methods, which 
give fairly effective but costly 
weed control, were used long before 
modern chemical controls were 
developed 


Future progress in weed control 
will depend upon the wise use of 
cultural practices in eombination 
with proven herbicides. Good farme 
ing will always remain the only 
sound basis on which a successful 
weed control program can be built.

WHAT ABOUT TEASING? 

You may have read in Hilda M. 
Ridley’s biography of L. M. Mont- 
gomery, the story of an old man 
who came to visit Lucy Maud’s 
childhood home. He called the 
girl who later wrote the Ann of 
Green Gables books “Johnny.” 
When she protested in childhood 
rage, it was all in vain. The vis- 
itor continued to tease her by cal- 
ling her “Johnny.” The child was 
so annoyed that when it came 
time for him to go away, she re- 
fused to shake hands with him. 
He thought this was a great joke 
and laughed heartily. “I won't call 
you “Johnny” any more,” he prom- 
ised “after this I'll call you Sam- 
my!” 

The writer comments that to the 
old man, the teasing of a touchy 
child was fun, but to Lucy Maud 
it was poison. She never after- 
wards heard the mention of the 
old man’s name without a deep 
feeling of resentment,” 


Teasing is a mean business and 
parents as well as children re- 
sent an adult, particularly one who 
is a guest, indulging in this past- 
time. The grown-up teaser is 
taking advantage of his age and 
position, He knows it is unlikely 
that anyone will interfere with the 
“fun” he enjoys by inflicting crit- 
icism on a defenceless child. 

I have every vivid metnories of 
a women who teased my sister and 
myself about our heights. My 
younger sister grew taller than I 
was when she was tweive and I 
was sixteen. This woman who 
teased us, invariably would mak» a 
point of meeting us on the way 
home from Sunday School. She 
would giggle whenever she saw us 
together, and exclaim in a_ shrill 
voice, “Why the littler is the big- 
ger” 

I complained to mother, with 
fire in my eye, and dark tireats 
about what I would like to do to 
that woman. Mother was silent 
for a moment, then she asked 
quietly, “Since she makes you s0 
mad, why not make a point of 
avoiding her?” Why hadn’t we 
thought of this simple solution? 
From that day, we played a little 
game of not meeting a tormentor. 

If a guest presists in teasing a 
child, a parent does well to send 
the child on an errand. Thus the 
removed from 
visitor who has such little sense. 

When a child is teased by an- 
other child, parents must encour- 
age him to develop a little thick- 
ness of skin, It can be pointed 
out that a teaser soon stops if he 
finds his words are having no ef- 
fect on the object of his ridicule. 
Here is an old-fashioned rhyme 
which has come to the rescue of 
countless children;— 


“Sticks and = stones 


may break 
my bones, 

But names will never hut 

me!" 

Mothers and fathers are often 
provoked by the teasing problem 
of their own family. A certain 
amount is inevitable and has to 
be taken jn good part. But it 
must be kept within bounds, An 
adolescent girl teased about her 


new party dress just before she 
steps out, may be upset and her 
happiness shattered. Parents must 
relp their children to see that 
laughter, which is anything bui 
enjoyable for the person being 
teased, is undesirable, 

Boys and girls in early adoles- 
cence are apt to be sensitive. They 
need their self-confidence built up 
by honest praise, not pulled down 
with criticism. They have to ac- 
cept fair regulations about the 
length of conversations on the fam- 
ily phone, but they should have 


|some privacy for their phone “vis- 


jts." How can they feel relaxed 
and at ease if they know a “teas- 
er” is eavesdropping and will 
pounce as soon as they hang up. 

The child who. gets. pleasure 
from teasing must find other soc- 
jally acceptable ways to enjoy him- 
self. Parents should not label him 
as “bad” or “selfish.” He should 
learn that persistent teasing is ta- 
boo, One mother found it helpful 
to reassure a boy, who constantly 
reduced his younger sister to tears 
with his remarks, by saying to him: 
“Lots of children want to tease 
and do a bit of it. But most of 
them grow out of this bad habit 
by the time they are your age. 
It's a mean way to act and you 
aren't q mean person.”

Dear Homemakers: 
PICTURE PERFECT 
Have you ever stopped to think 
that pictures and ornaments are 
articles which are wseful? They 
serve the one purpose of decorat- 
ing a room by adding warmth and 
color. Pictures add so much to a 
room that as much care should be 
taken in their selction and place- 
ment as With a piece of furniture. 


THE TYPE OF PICTURE 

The type of picture you choose, 
will depend strictly on personal 
preference, however, choice should 
also take into consideration wheth- 
er the picture is suitable for the 
room. In informal rooms one 
should avoid pictures that are too) 
distinctly formal or social. Re-/| 
ligious pictures are ordinarily | 
placed in personal rooms of the 
house, but if the atmosphere of a) 
home is such that a religious pic-: 
ture will be a sincere expression | 
of the life of a family, it may be | 
hung in the living room. i 


THE FRAME 

The frame should be less con- 
spicuous than the picture itself. 
Neutral colors, which are white, 
black, beige, dark brown or grey 
are most effective for frames. Some 
prefer frames the same color as 
the wall making the picture dom- 
inant, and although this can be 
very pleasant, they must be changed 
with every color change of the 
wall. 


HOW PICTURES SHOULD BE | 


HUNG 


Pictures should be hung so that 


the centre of interest comes at 
about the eye level. Most pictures 
are hung to high, and the eye is 
carried up toward the ceiling in- 
stead of being kept at the most 
interesting points in the room, 
which are at about the level of 
the eye and below that point. One 
small picture on the wall looks as 
if one had hung it to cover a 
crack in the plaster. Always group 
small pictures to give them signif- 
icance. To give width to a piece 
of furniture or to a wall, hang 
pictures vertically on the wall. To 
give mass, small pictures should be 
grouped within a rectangular area. 
To be so grouped, they need to be 


the | similar in character and frame, and 


harmonious in color. 

A picture doesn't always need to 
be centred above a piece of fur- 
niture. Other accessories present 
in the grouping may make an “off- 
centre” or informal balance more 
attractive, e.g. A picture can be 
placed toward the right above the 
writing desk to accommodate a tall 
lamp. Hanging a series of pic- 
tures in q Straight line or a large 
horizontal picture above a couch 
are both considered in harmony 
with the horizontal movement of 
the couch, The only place where 
a stair-step arrangement of pic- 
tures is satisfactory is along a 
stairway,

Guest Editorial 


DO-SI-DO AND SPUTNIK 
A CONTRAST 

The recent disclosure that high 
school students are being taught 
square dancing, and that they are 
tested and marked on the sub- 
ject under the physical education 
program, must have come as a 
shock to many Calgary parents. 

Square dancing is a delightful 
recreation and of great interest to 
many people, but it has no place 
in a high school curriculum, And 
the fact that a student could im- 
pair his standing because of a non- 
passing mark in this “subject” is 
utterly ridiculous, 

This revelation, coming as it does 
at a time when education in gen- 
eral is under fire for too many 
“frills” is made all the more sig- 
nificant. If square dancing, why 
not the waltz the Big Apple or 
rock ‘n’ roll with examinations 
and marks towards physical edu- 
cation “credits” for each? 

Time is of the utmost value in 
a school year and jt is perfectly 
obvious that the high schools have 
not got sO much spare time that 
it can be wasted on such frivolous 
nonsense as square dancing. This 
activity is taught under the phys- 
ical education program — and there 
are many who would question the 
value of this in the high school 
curriculum — but square dancing 
is a recreation rather than phys- 
ical education, It should not be 
dignified with serious treatment as 
a course on any high school cur- 
riculum anywhere, 

But it is even more senseless to 
further waste pupil time by giving 
tests and examinations on the sub- 
ject with the results playing a part, 
no matter how small], on the stu- 
dents’ total marks, If physical edu- 
cation must be taught, and this is 
very questionable in high school 
where there is little enough time, 
it should be an athletic “keep fit 
program. 

Most parents are under the im- 
pression that their children are 
being taught to read and write, to 
do sums, to gain a smattering of 
great literature, learn a trade, and, 
perhaps, to think in the schools. 
In other words they believe, and 
the right to expect, that their chil- 
dren are being given an education. 
But what are they to think when 
they discover that square dancing 
and the like are being taught? 

Obvisicusly they can put little 
faith in a school system which 
chutters up its curricula, and gives 
examinations in this and other 
time-wasting activities. 


“Do-si-do” has jts place, but that! . 
{place is not alongside the three 
| R's. Nor should we 


be paying 
heavy school costs for this sort of 
frippery.

Notes From D.A.

Seed grain of good quality is in 
good supply, if your seed is not 
satisfactory, arrange now for your 
seed supply. 

Any grain to be used for seed 
must have a strong germination. 
Tests should be carried out on all 
grain which will be cleaned and 
used for seed. If the test is not 
satisfactory, having a poor or weak 
germination, secure other seed. 

Germination tests may be carried 
out at home in this method: a 
definate number of seeds can be 
planted jn soil in a window box or 
placed between paper towels and 
kept moist. Testers are obtain- 
able to farmers from some eleva- 
tors, some companies provide a free 
testing service. An official test 
will be made by the government 
the charge being 75 cents. If you 
wish this send a sample of the 
seed to Plant Production Service, |

When you are cleaning seed grain 
it ls important to start with seed 


| of true variety with a strong germ- 


ination. The cleaning should be 
carefully done, a casual look at the 
finished seed product will often be 
misleading, To examine your seed 
take a representative sample and 
spread it on qa table top, separate 
the good, fair and poor kernels, 
take out all weed seeds and other 
impurities placing each in a dif- 


ferent pile. When you do this you 
can see jf there are too many 
other grains, weed seeds, or poor 


kernels present and judge your 
seed quality, 
After seed has been cleaned it 


is very important to store it in a 
clean bin which is well portioned 
off so no contamination can result 
from uncleaned grain. 

Secure good seed is a small cost 
in growing a crop but is an im- 
portant part of obtaining a good 
crop.

WEED SPRAYERS: During 
past several months I have been 
asked on various occasions for my 
opion on the selection of a good 
kind of field weed sprayer, It 


farm, a good weed sprayer is a 
necessary piece of equipment. 
Farms that would not benefit} 


from the intelligent use of weed | 
chemicals are few and far between, 
We don't want to be misquoted as 
saying that the use of chemicals } 
a cure-all for weeds. Good tee 
management and sound = cultural | 
practices are at the top of the list, 
but the intelligent use of approved 
weed killers, properly applied, gives 
the farmer qa second line of defence 
against weeds, 

Often-times a combination cul- 
tural and chemical program against 
certain weeds is far more effective 
than one or the other by itself. 
Canada thistle and perennial sow 
thistle showed quite an_ increase 
last year, These weeds take a 
heavy toll in crowding out desire- 
able drops and reducing yield, FPur- 
thermore, if allowed to ripen, the 
seeds will drift with the wind and 
invest new areas, 

We have proven quite conclusively 
that a well arranged cultural pro- 


gram, coupled with a chemical 
program, will effectively control 
these weeds, providing the right 


kind of chemical is applied at the 
right stage of growth in sufficient 
quantities, 

Next week I will tell you what 
features to look for when you are 
selecting your new weed sprayer.

TRAFFIC ACT 
CHANGES... 


From the motorists point of view, 
the next session of the Alberta 
legislature which will open Feb- 
ruary fifth will be of vital impor- 
tance. 

Some drastic changes are pro 
posed in the Vehicles and High- 
way Traffic Act and these will be 
of special interest to the neariy 
300,000 registered passenger car op- 
erators in this. province. The 
legislature undoubtedly will real- 
ize the widespread application of 
any amendments to the present 
legislation, 

Qne proposed change will create 
considerable surprise. This is to 
raise the speed jimit from the pres- 
ent 60 to 65 miles per hour on Al- 
berta's four-lane and divided high- 
ways. 

To some obervers, it does seem 
surprising that after a year of 
more than 300 highway traffic 
deaths, a shocking toll, there is a 
move to raise speed limits. 

Perhaps before the speed limit 
is changed, there should be more 
justification than the report of an 
| RCMP survey which discovered that 
|the average speed of cars is 65 
miles an hour now. 

If the legal rate is raised to 65, 
| what guarantee is there that a 
|goodly number of motorists will 
| not drive at an average of 70 miles 
| per hour or more? Will the police 
crack down on such speeders? 

The provincial government has 
indicated that ultimately the pres- 
ent four-lane highway from Cal- 
Puy to Red Deer will be extended 

from Red Deer to Edmonton. That 
means, if the proposed amend- 
ment to the Vehicles and Traffic 

Act is passed, that over a consid- 
erable stretch of main north- 
south highway, the legal speed lim- 
it will be 65 miles per hour. The 
night limit would be 55 miles per 
hour, though there are some who 
feel the rate should hold firm at 
50 miles per hour. 

Another major change would be 
to increase the maximum fines for 
speeding violations, This was rec- 
ommended Ly delegates who attend- 
ed a traffic conference called by 
Minister of Highways Gordon Tay- 
| lor, 

Instead of the present $50 max- 
imum fine for a first offence, the 
ceiling would be raised to $200 for 
a first offence. The conference 
yoted by a substantial majority in 
favor of this change. If the over- 
all purpose is to put more “teeth” 
in the traffic Act and clear the 
way to impose higher fines for de- 
terrent purposes, the new legislat- 
ion may be justified. 

The conference also expressed 
favor for ratifying Edmonton’s sys- 
tem of requiring a 20-mph speed 
limit through school crosswalks 
marked by flashing amber lights, 
despite the danger of this being 
a conflict with the suggested uni- 
form traffic code.
